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Katholos back as free player? 


Larrissa, Olympiakos or back to 
Australia? Peter Katholos can’t de- 
cide. But if the former Socceroo, now 
with Greek club Larissa, decides to 
return, hell be a free player and 
there won’t be a shortage of clubs 
clamoring for his services. 

“Coaches hold the key te success as far 
as players are concerned. They’re the ones 
who can make or break you and I have 
certainly had my problems with Mr. Strei- 
Jaou (the Larissa coach).” said Katholos. 

“Although Larissa bought me as a mid- 
fielder (from Sydney Olympic), Streilaou 
has constantly threwn me on in the second 
half as a centre forward and his attitude to 
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me is very cold.” 

Yet Streilaou was reported in a Greek 
newspaper as being very happy with 
Katholos. 

“Peter Katholos is a good player and 
next year he is going to produce a lot for 
Larissa,” said Streilaou. 

It’s unlikely though that Katholos will 
Stay with Larissa, 

“I'm thinking of Australia a lot. 'm 
thinking of my business, my family and my 
friends and I’m wondering if it’s worth- 
while sacrificing another year for the 
chance te make a name for myself here in 
Greece. I wonder if it's worth it to gamble 
with my life here,” said Katholos. 

Katholos missed pre-season training 
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with Larissa because he didn’t join the 
club until last year when the current 
Greek season had started. He also was in- 
jured Jast year and struggled to fight his 
way back. But he’s overcome his injury 
worries and is fitter than he's ever been. 

Establishing himself at Larissa has been 
made harder by the attitude of some of his 
team mates who are jealous of the money 
the club paid to Olympic to sign Katholos. 

“There are so many cliques at Larissa, 
it’s unreal. But Greek football is renowned 
for that kind of thing. I played against Pan- 
ionios in a league game and I was running 
up and down the field like an idiot but no- 
one would pass the ball to me. Some of 
these so-called superstars here live in a 
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world of their own and if you ever have a 
g0 at them they retaliate by asking you 
who the hell do you think you are to criti- 
cise them. 

“I made a big mistake in coming to La- 
rissa because I didn’t realise just how dif- 
ferent people’s attitudes here are. Their 
thinking and their way of life are just so 
different to what I’m used to.” 

Olympiakos is interested in Katholos but 
Larissa could price him out of the market. 
However, Katholos plans to return te Aus- 
tralia during the Greek off-season and 
play guest games here. 

Judging by his attitude to playing in 
Greece, those guest games could develop 
into more permanent appearances.

will get. 

As the club secretary, Tasso 
Samios, explained, the players 
will have more to play for than 
just pride and job satisfaction. 

“The players stand to earn 
good money if the club per- 
forms well on the field this 
year,” Samios said. 

The club will be paying the 
usual match payment fees of 
$300 a win, $200 a draw and 
$100 a loss, but it is the incen- 
tive scheme which could, in 
the end, benefit the players the 
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Samios believes the system 
to be much fairer than the tra- 
ditional signing-on format. 


“A jot of clubs are now 
avoiding paying out signing-on 
fees.” he said. “Under our for- 
mat we believe both the club 
and the player are given a fair 
deal. 


“It is all up to the players.”

“between $70,000 and $80.000° 
in player payments and hopes 
to pay out much more this 
year

Strong 12 or 14 club State 
Leagues were the basis of soc- 
cer’s development around Aus- 
tralia and drew good crowds 
because of the way migrant 
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groups idenbfied with their 
ethnic clubs in the years when 
Australia was still an alien 
place to so many of the new- 
comers. Then, there was al- 
ways a sprinkling of ‘name’ 
players to strengthen interest 
for those of us not tied by senti- 
ment to a particular club. 

Today, the sentimental ties 
are not so strong. Many mi- 
grant communities are well es- 
tablished and can give 2 
variety of support services to 
more recent arrivals. The eth- 
nic factor in soccer's crowd- 
pulling potential is probably 
past its peak for this reason 
and the game must rely on its 
own drawing power as a spec- 
tacle to a greater extent. 

Unfortunately, all around 
the world, the great game is 
having trouble competing 
against more up-market sports 
except for some notable excep- 
tions. In Italy massive crowds 
follow the giants of Turin, Mi- 
lan, Rome and Naples and the 
{talian First Division is gener- 
ally regarded as the best stan- 
dard of football of any 
domestic competition, if not 
the most competitive over all 
its member clubs. 

In Australia, we must face 
several unpalatable facts about 
ourselves. Soccer will probably 
always be the poor relation 
when it comes to media inter- 
est, although it may win itself a 
somewhat better deal as the 
national team improves its 
standing and local players con- 
tinue to make the grade 
overseas. 

Money is never going to be in 
abundance for soccer in Aus- 
tralia and ways must be found 
fo prevent it being dissipated 
widely over eight or more lev- 
els of semi-professional clubs 
amounting to hundreds 
throughout the country. In 
many instances, the standard 
of football! played in the vari- 
ous divisions of the sub-State 
leagues is Very uneven and 
there are obviously not enough 
good quality players grouped 
in one or at most two divisions 
to make a real difference in 
overall standards. 

One could argue that the 
laissez faire approach will 
eventually enable the most ef 
fectively organised clubs to 
rise to the top and that the best 
plavers will be drawn into elite 
company. But the process will

complexity, that most remarkable man, has been at the centre 
of more heart warming/heart breaking soccer stories than 
anyone. 

Little about him makes news anymore. Little about him that’s 
news is quite believable, 

As cliched as that may sound, | believe Johnston is a most 
misunderstood man. 

Having met him and having talked to him socially a number 
of times, I found him immensely complex, spiritually a maze of 
colors, standing in the spotlight of a world which prefers to see 
things only in black and white. 

Either he wants to play for Australia or not! Now which is it?

My personal impression, 
first of all, of Johnston is 
that he is an Australian 
through and through. And 
never mind his South Afri- 
can birthright and all this 
bull about British 
parentage. 

His leve of Australia, its 
people, its weather and its 
everything is difficult to 
dispute. I will lay bets now 
that at the end of his Euro- 
pean career this is where 
he will settle, unlike our 
much beloved golfers and 
tennis players who are al- 
Ways So ready to perform 
for Australia. 

Trouble is too many 
people confuse love of one’s 
country with blind patriot- 
ism where one, to me, has 
nothing to do with the other. 
Patriotism, in today’s usage, 
is the mindless waving of 
flags. An unreasonable alle- 
giance to a totem. 

Love of one’s country is 
simply love of one’s 
country. 

But he is also a most am- 
bitious young man. No less 


ambitious now than when 
he traded in the sun and the 
surf for the bleak tene- 
ments of brass-monkey 
Middlesborough at the age 
of 17. 

And he was pretty ambi- 
tious then, 

Single minded, too, as all 
ambitious men have to be in 
order to realise anything. 

His ambition by necessity 
took him te Europe, a cou- 
ple of continents away, 
from where, tet’s be truth- 
ful, it is not easy to repre- 
sent Australia. Just ask 
Eddie Krncevic and An- 
drew Bernal. And you might 
want to also ask Oscar 
Crino and Jimmy Patikas 
before too long. 

And Tony Dorigo who 
once told Frank Arok that 
he wants to see whether 
either England or Italy 
wants him before he would 
consider being a Socceroo. 

In fact, in the history of 
Australian soccer, expatria- 


take years while lowly clubs 
spend the hard-earned cash, 
squeezed from long-suffering 
members, by tenacious com- 
mittees in a drive for glory, 
spurred on by a certain lack of 
objectivity about the realities 
of existence. 

We may not have the time to 
allow natural selection to weed 
out the reckless, the vain-glori- 
ous and the stragglers. I be- 
fheve a comprehensive plan for 
soccer’s development to full 
professional status is the way 
to go. Limits must be placed on 
the number of clubs allowed to 
pay more than out-of-pocket 
expenses to their players. Inev- 
itably there would be illegal 
payments, but there is a law- 
less element in every aspect of 
society and a system of heavy 
fines and suspensions would 
make all but the most deter- 
mined offender think twice, 
provided the chance of being 
detected was reasonably good. 

With unrestricted player 
payments allowed in only the 
top two divisions this would 
give scope for up to 28 clubs to 
be professional and to com- 
pose the State League, with 
automatic promotion and 
relegation 

Such a number of clubs 
would give a chance to the 
most enterprising to take the 
giant step to full-time profes- 
Sionalism for some or all of the 
senior squad or to put money 
into youth development with- 
out the fear of losing every- 
thing as a result of two bad 
seasons. 

The climax of the league 
season would be the national 
play-offs among the State 
champions of all States to find 
the premier club of Australia. 

Alternatively, there would 
be an Australian Cup run on 
the lines of the European Cup 
through the normal season. 
Because the fortunes of the

pact, an Interstate competition, 
hosted by each State In turn, is 
a must fo bring ali of the best 
players together in one place 
from ali parts of our vast coun- 
try.

All in all, this will live in the memory 
as one of the most remarkable games 
we've seen at Middle Park — or any- 
where else for that matter. 

Nikitovic earned a 10-rating for saving a 
thrice-taken penalty during extra time, and 
another during the penalties showdown as 
well as acting as sweeper by coming out of 
the box, and making a remarkable save of a 
header by super sub John Markovski.

prevented by the transport strike from at- 
tending. 

It seemed silly that he should be in action 
again after so short a break. 

J.U.S.T. fans who stood next to the goal still 
swear that Upjohn and his linesmen erred in 
ruling that a shot by Zdravko Lukic in the 60th 
minute came back into play after bouncing 
down off the crossbar. They claim it was well 
over the goal line when it came down, and that 
it should have been a goal. 

Parton, a former JUST player, started 
spending longer periods in attack, leaving Ty- 
rone James to hold the fort at the back. 

But George Cross goalkeeper Lou Kastner 
had to be equally as alert as Ossie Latif 
launched a raid a minute later. Latif, playing 
against his former club, slipped past two op- 
ponents at the edge of the area and placed 
his shot to Kastner’s left but the goalkeeper 
somehow managed to stick out his foot and 
block the shot. 

With 10 minutes to go, Upjohn awarded a 
free kick to George Cross over a technica} 
offence by Nikitovic. Upjohn, for some reason, 
blew his whistle after the free kick had been 
taken. It went to Noel Mitten who headed in 
the equaliser, but J.U.S.T. defenders appeared 
to prop when they heard the whistle. 

A minute after that goal, John Campelj, who 
had been shown the yellow card earlier, fouled 
Ernie Tapai and was sent off. 

Then Upjohn awarded a free kick against 
Rade Barjaktarevic over a foul on Mark Len- 
non. Upjohn told Stosic to retreat from the 
player taking the free kick, but Stesic does 
not speak English. He then sent off Stosic, 
who, like Campelj, had been cautioned 
earlier. 

With three minutes of extra time left, Up- 
john awarded George Cross a penalty over a 
handball offence by Vlado Bozinovski! 

Don Maclaren placed it to Nikitovic’s left, 
and Nikitovic saved. 

But Upjohn ruled that Nikitovic had moved 
too early, and allowed Maclaren to shoot 
again. Nikitovic saved once more and again, 
Upjohn said that Nikitovic had moved. 

It was too much for an angry fan who 
jumped the fence and punched Upjohn to the 
ground, Police chased him through the ter- 
races, caught him and took him away as Ni- 
kitovic also saved Maclaren’s third penalty 
attempt, this time to his right.
